— True to a 
prediction made bv superstitious sea 
men when 
the vessel was 
launched 
less than a year ago at Tacom a th* 
steam er Clallam has gone down in a 
storm in the straits of Ju a n de Fura 
and fifty-two lives were lost in Me 
disaster. 
There were about eighty persons or 
the ship. 
The Clallam was a staunch new pas 
senger boat on the Seattle and V ic­ 
toria run. 
She left Port Townsend foi 
V icto ria in the face of a terrific south­ 
ern gale. 
W ith in sight of her destina 
tion 
a huge 
sea 
overwhelm ed 
the 
steamer, smashing in the lights, flood 
ing the hold with water, extinguishing 
the fires beneath the boilers and plac­ 
ing the steam er at the m ercy of a gale. 
Little fear was manifested, however, 
until word came up from below that 
the vessel was leaking 
Investigation 
showed that the waves on the wind- ¡ 
ward side had stove in a deadlight, 
through which the w ater rushed in an 
immense volume, resisting all efforts 
to stop it. 


Boats Capsized or Swamped. 


Seeing the efforts futile the safety oi 
the passengers, particularly the wo­ 
men and children, was looked after, 
and ail who desired were put off from 
tin- steam er in tit»* sh ip s boats. 
The 
heavily laden boats were thrown about 
w ildly 
in 
the choppy 
sea and, on»' 
aft»'r anothoj, after succeeding in get 
ting aw ay from the vessel, they were 
either capsized or swamped. 
L v e ry woman and child aboard the 
C lallam perished within three miles ot 
shore, at a tim e wh»u> it appeared cer­ 
tain th»* passengers of the Clallam had 
been saved. 
A (h'sperate **ffori 
was 
mad<‘ to save the women and children 
in lifeboats. 
They were placed in th»- first boat, 
which Captain Law rence volunteered 
to 
command. 
The frail 
craft went 
down w ithin sight ot the Clallam . 
A 
second lifeboat, filled with m ale pas 
sengers and 
in command of Second 
Officer Currin, was probably lost a few 
minutes 
later. 
Aboard 
th<* Clallam 
watchers saw waves sweep passengers 
from their hold on the seats of the 
second boat and hurl them into the 
water. 
'Though tin

a diligent search has failed to find 
trace of 
it 
More 
passengers and 
members of the c¡«w were lost when 
a third lifeboat was sunk in an a' 
tempt to launch it. 
Three passengers, 
who had fastened life preservers^about 
their I.odie-, ver»- picked up by th- 
steam er Bahiat 
They hud died of ex 
pesero and their bodies were brought 
tO Seattle. 


Tug Ccm es to the Rescue. 


A fter the three boats had swamped 
the crew and the few passengers who 
had volunteered to rem ain aboard d** 
voted them selves to th»* task of trying 
to save tie* vessel. 
The pumps wen- 
im potent ami three gangs of bailer 


were set to work. 
In 's pi fe of their ef­ 
forts the w ater gained on them and 
they were about to resign them selves 
to their fate when th»* Richard H o ly­ 
oke, one of six tugs which had been 
sent to the rescue from Port Town- 
send, hove in sight. A line was thrown 
aboard th»» tug and with the Clallam 
In tow Urn tug started for Port Town 
send. 
The tug made fair progress and it 
seemed tor a time that the Clallam , 
with the rem ainder of the crew and 
passengers, would be saved. 
But the 
hull of the Clallam began to glv»» way 
before 
th»» 
terrific 
assaults of 
tho 
waves. 
The tug S»*a Lion sighted the 
Holyoke and her tow and stood by. 
A fter midnight the Clallam went on 
h»*r beam end and b»*gan to sink rap 
Idly. 
In less than an hour she settled 
and the tow lin»'s were cut. 
A few 
minutes lat»»r th»» Clallam lurched ami 
disappeared beneath the waves. 
Th»» crew s of the two tugs saved the 
lives 
of

A few, who were
